As a forner oollcbor^ror 
of the AKCAVATTNAs and a personal friend of the Aj^CAS30V/PjlT?-3 , ArlCAfJilT.Ih' hao 
no difficulty mainteinlnc close contact with both ^*rours. Cover is not 
provided by CIA nor doer? it involve an Ar.orican orjanisntion. Ar- cover for 
his proposed transfer to ?ranoc, ASCAT‘3I.JTr has applioi for ed’nisslon to a 
theological Institute in Fp.ris. j\l though he ir older than r.ost rtudents, he 
feels that it In logical for hirs to attend the institute in line with his 
profession as it awards advanced degrees which he has nob obtained elsewhere. 
ABCAPETJM, in exploring the technical problems involve'.! in mcvlnr to France 
during conversations with his friends, has introduced his plan of attending 
the Institute and claims that his friends eccopted this as natural. has 
arranged for a scholarship of about 300 der.tsche merles per month from the 
World Council of Churches v;hich has s’lpportcd him and his activities for 
several years. He a.l 3 o plans, as cover for the faci. that he will have enough 
to live in Paris, to have approxliratoly 300 jI[ per month transferred 
from his German banl: account of addition to his contacts in the 

institute with students of various Russian and satellite nationalities, 
ASCAFEIJN will also have access to his, target in. the form cf contact vrith six 
or seven Ukrainian groups or individuals whom he already knovc, Tueac cir- 
cumstances, combined with the freedom of a student and the operational know- 
how which he has, should enable him to build up \.dth little difficulty a 
wide circle of unwitting informants in Franco just as he did in Germany. 

Ihis cover as a student should remai.n valid for at least ore year. 




Up to the present time A'CCAPSL*!'^ has been contacted in Germany in a .sterile 
car with German plates according to prearranged time.s ar.d places. If any 
passerby had spotted the case officer as an rjnerican, ASCAPELIK would have 
explained that the .Inerican was connected with the World Council of Chi:rchcs. 
As the World Council of Churches hat* an office in France, it may be p 05 ‘rible 
to use the namo excuse. .However as the accident rate makes the use of cars 
with Illegal plates hazardous, meetings will take place either on ^oot in a 
varied set o*' times and circumstances, or under legitimate cover, such as a 
teacher giving ilnssian or Gorman language lessons regularly to the case 
officer, ihergency signal .s will be arranged through a mail drop. 

7. Control : 

3ince 1.946 when he was a penniless D? in Austria, there has been a gradual 
Improvement in hi.s position. At the pre.sent time he has the promise of 
eventual emigration to the USA and his future, has become more* and more 
dependent on the gocd-vill of the U3A as represented by his case officers. 
Although he has never been wholely dependent on CIA for his livelihood, his 
pay during the last two years has provided him with small luxuries and coo- 
perative freedom from worry, and his escrow account in the U.S. represents 
a safegijard against the futuxe. In addition to that, he is an anti-CoTrm’unist 
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vfho has suffered on ac^^unt of the Communists. Although he is a Ukrainian 
patriot, he has foun4^lS)litical party which expresses his views or provides 
a medium for what he considers effective outlet, and he has probably found 
a substitute outlet in his lone alignment with US intelligence. It is 
probable that he will remain loyal as long as his future existence is closely 
associated v;ith the U3A, provided he continues to have a satisfactory 
relationship with his case officer and to believe that the Americans are 
leaders in the cold war against Communism. 

8. Special Equipment: 

a. S/W and rapid oo^j or photographic «nuirment may be required. 

b. It is recommended that ASCAFSIJr be given a secure two-way S/V system 
which can be handled on the one hand l:y th« j’nris Station and on the other 
by AjEJCAPSLIN using ho\isehold products prrchar;ab?*.e v-^n the !*Vench market or 
equipment which can be concealed as such. 

9. Coordination: 

/ill. action will be coordinated with V^S Division for the period of ABCAPELIM's 
stay in ?Vance, and with Cl Staff and PS or other Di'.^sions as required, 
in headquarters and in the Field. 

10. Ti metable: 

Reference paragraph 3 Aims a, b, and o, AECAPSLIU has been reporting on these 
Subjects for the past six years and will continue to do so. Reference Aim 

c. ASCAFIin:.IN*s reporting end initial development of specific CS leads has 
been gradually developed over the past three years in accordance \7ith the 
increasing emphasis on this phase of AECAF2LIK*s activities. The project is cf 
indefinite duration. It is anticipated that AECAPELIN will effect his 
transfer to France in one to three months, depending on the couplications of 
obtaining his papers, ensuring the right to retain domicile, etc. Until that 
time ASCAPSLI!J will continue his previous assignments under WB jurisdiction 
in Germany.
